FOOD RIOTS IN JAPAN 


Troops Fire on Demonstrators in 


Many Cities and Towns. 


Plenty of Rice la Reported to Be In 


the Empire, but Held by 


Profiteer*. 


Tokyo.—Troops have been called out 


in nearly every important city In Ja- 
pan to cope with food (rice) riots, the 
first of the kind since the country was 
opened to civilization. Even the naval 
station at Malzuru is affected by the 
unrest 


The riots are spreading like wild- 


fire, and the mobs are using dynamite 
and setting fires. So serious Is the 
Situation that the newspapers are for- 
bidden to publish anything about 
disorders. 


fn Tukyo the police are unlng swords 


freely. In outlying district* the people 
attacked the police with bamboo 
gpears. 


Not only arc the poor reaortlng to 


violence, but the middle classes feel 
Impelled to thus protest agalnat con- 
ditions. 


Disorders broke out In Tokyo. A 


gathering of 5,000 people which was 
prevented from congregating In the 
park marched to the Oluza, the great 
retail thoroughfare, where they stoned 
and damaged 200 stores and restau- 
rants, raided rice depots and unsuc- 
cessfully attacked the ministry of the 
Interior. Ninety arrests were made 
and 20' policemen were Injured. At 
night the city was occupied by heavy 
detachments of police and Infantry. 


Mobs attacking and damaging prop- 


erty In the business and theater dis- 
tricts of Tokyo entered and pillaged 
houses In Asakusa, the great recrea- 
tion resort of the middle and lower 
classes. A number of the disturber* 
were wounded by the police swords. 


At Nagoya, noted for Its manufac- 


tures of porcelain, a mob of 30,000 per- 
sons rioted. At several places the sol- 
diers flred on the disturbers. 


At Kobe the soldiers and police also 


were obliged to use sabers and bayo- 
nets against the rioters. 


At Osaka telegraph wires were cut, 


and several street railways were forc- 
ed to suspend service after several 
passengers had been wounded. Troops, 
including cavalry, were called out. 
Twenty-five policemen and many riot- 
ers were hurt. Five hundred persons 
were arrested. 


At Kobe a great rice warehouse, 


several factories and houses and a 
large number of rice depots were 
burned. 


The seriousness of the situation led 


to a special meeting of the cabinet, 
which decided to appropriate $5,000,- 
000 to purchase rice for distribution 
at a moderate price.

•with, s, special projectile which Is in- 
tended to repel dirigibles and which is 
designed not only to pierce a gas en- 
velope but also to set fire to the gaS- 
This projectile, fired from the old 
German rifle known as "model 71," 
which has a caliber of 11 millimeters. 
Is provided •with little -wings that 
open in flight under the influence of 
a spring, compressed •while the pro- 
jectile is still in the rifle barrel, but 
expanded as soon as the muzzle is 
passed. An ordinary bullet leaves such 
a small hole in an envelope that the 
gas escapes through it but slowly. The 
•wings on the iroprovel bullet tear a 
hole of appreciable size in the fabric. 
What is more, they retard the bullet 
Bufficiently to cause a friction device 
to ignite fulminate contained in the- 
bullet. It is said that experiments

Washington.—The new army to be 


raised under the man power bill, esti- 
mated roundly at 2,800,000 men, will 
provide an American army of more 
than 4,000,000 men on the front in 
France. There is shown in the testi- 
mony of Gen. Peyton C. March before 
the Senate Military Committee and 
made public in the committee's favor- 
able report. 
The allied governments 


have decided that 3,200,000 Americans 
in France by June 30, 1919, will be 
enough to whip the Germans and the 
war department has undertaken that 
schedule, General March said. A total 
of 1.300,000 American soldiers are al- 
ready in France. 


Secretary Baker declared there will 


be no let up in the accelerated pro- 
gram of the war department to get 
troops to Europe from the old as well 
as the new draft 
There are now ap- 


proximately 2,600,000 American sol- 
diers in the country and overseas, Sec- 
retary Baker said. 


In reporting tne administration man 


power bill, extending draft ages, Chair- 
man Chamberlain disclosed to the sen- 
ate that General March had told the 
Military Committee it was up to the 
United States to put enough men in 
France to win the war on the west 
front, and had expressed the belief 
that 4.000,000 Americans under one 
commander could go through the Ger- 
man lines whenever they pleased. 


The war department has no doubt 


that the assistance of Great Britain 
i: the transportation of the men will 
be continued and that just as soon as 
any camp is emptied there will be new 
draftees to go in. beginning soon after 
October 1, when the new draft is ex- 
pected to begin to produce fighting 
men. 


Under the new bill, which extend? 


the draft ages to include all males 
eighteen to forty-five years, the eight- 
een to twenty classes will be called 
last. It is estimated that 1,797.009 will 
be of the ages of eighteen to twenty, 
and that but 001,230 from thirty-two 
to forty-five years will be drawn.

Human nature 
has Dot changed. There are going to be parties, go- 
ing to be politics hereafter; but now they are subor- 
dinate, they are unimportant. The one thing only is 
to win the war, and put men in Congress who will 
represent the driving power of the American people ; 
the driving power that is behind Congress, that is be- 
hind the Administration, and that, God grant, may 
make itself felt behind the men who are puttering 
over contracts and lingering cm the road to victory.

' 'The great thing is to make Germany feel that 


the hundred millions of America are going, as one 
man, to beat them (applause), to make every Amer- 
ican feel that all the rest of the hundred millions are 
•with him in his mightiest efforts to beat the German. 
(Applause)."
